ELYRIA, March 21.—Many Ely- 


rians in the city park and on the 
streets Sunday afternoon were at- 
tracted when, shortly before two 
o'clock, the burglar alarm in the 
Lorain County Bank Co. building 
sounded. 


Simultaneously with the sound- 


ing of the burglar gong at the bank 
the extended burglar alarm gong 
at police headquarters went off and 
police rushed to the bank hevi- 
ly armed prepared to combat yeggs 
Tae crowd followed the running of 
the officers across the park and to 
the bank building. 


Hardly had the gong sounded at 


the bank building than the 
offi- 


cers were seen coming across the 
park with weapons and ammuni- 
tion convenient. 
At the desk in 


police headquarters was the ser- 
geant ready to send news of the 
robbery to twenty Minute Men in 
various sections of the city who 
are provided with riot guns. 


Police 
and 
spectator^ 
found 


nothing wrong at the bank build- 
ing other than the sounding of the 
burglar alarm. 
An investigation 


disclosed that some abnormal lock- 
ing of the vault had made the 
burglar alarm wire force the ring 
ing of the gong. 


Saturday afternoon a clerk in 


the Elyria Savings and Trust Co. 
stepped upon the burglar alarm 
and Officer Sweet rushed to the 
bank, more as a safeguard rather 
than that the bank had been act- 
ually held up because the burglar 
alarm from the Elyria banks goes 
off quite often, a record at police 
headquarters discloses.

and which has been, or is here- 
after compelled to pay the federal 
ostates tax, is entitled to deduct 
the amount so paid from its in- 
come tax return. 


The effect of the decision, should 


it be sustained by the supreme 
court, to which the government 
noted an appeal, will be that the 
government will not only be com- 
pelled to refund all taxes already 
collected from estates under such 
circumstances but will be unable 
to collect similar amounts from 
estates in the future.
